WASHINGTON - Mired in 
Congress’ budget war with 
President Clinton, the Senate 
began sending its members home 
Wednesday for the impending 
elections as Republican leaders 
planned a lamt^uck session to 
complete legislative work. 

After initially saying they 
would follow suit today. House 
Republicans decided instead to 
keep their chamber in business at 
least until Friday, Six days before 
the election, they said they were 
leery of Democratic accusations 
that Congress was quitting and 
leaving the job undone. 


“We don’t want to set our mem- 
bers lip (0 be blackmailed by the 
White House or the Democrats," 
House Speaker Dennis Hasten, 
R-ni., told reponers. 

Senators began streaming to 
the airport after voting by voice 
to keep federal agencies open 
through Nov. 14, when lawmak- 
ers would reconvene. House GOP 
leaders had said they would 
approve the same measure by 
Thursday, and Democrats said 
Clinton would sign the bill. 

But after a private meeting, 
House Rcpublicans-cmcrgcd with 
a different strategy - stay in ses- 
sion at least until Friday and con- 
tinue passing daily measures to 


keep federal agencies open a da_y 
at a time. 

Participants in the meeting 
said rank-oml-file bwmakers cau- 
tioned that if the House recessed, 
Clinton and Democrats would 
accuse them of leaving without 
Hnlshing cnidal work. 

Rep. Marty Martinez, a former 
Democrat. warned that 
Democrats were intent on .setting 
a political trap for the GOP, said 
a Republican on condition of 
anonymity, he lawmaker quoted 
Martinez ,ts saying, “I know how 
they think.” 

In an interview on American 
Urban Radio Network, Clinton 
said, ‘‘I wisli they'd stay and fin- 


isli. ... It’s realJy sad because we- 
could have easily finished our 
work here.” 

Just Tuesday. House Majority 
Wliip Tom DeLay, R-Texas, s;iid 
Congress should take a break 
because “the political atmos- 
phere has been poisoned.” 

Senate Majority Leader Trent 
Lott, R-Miss., also advocated the 
idea, saying Wednesday, “I think 
this is the riglit thing to do.” 

DiSLay and other House 
Republicans said Lott notified 
them of his decision to let the 
Senate leave town an hour before 
senators voted to do so - and 
before House leaders met with 
their rank and file.

At issue Wednesday was 
whether the federal goveniment 
is entitled to reserved water 
rights for the refuge. 

Federally owned island.s 
between Swan Falls and 
Homedalc were designated as 
the Snake River National 
Waterfowl Refuge in 1937. 
Islands were added in 1963. The 
two groups of islands were com- 
bined with Litke Lowell to form 
the Deer Flat National Wildlife 
Refuge. 

If granted, water ri^ts for die 
refuge would have priority dates 
of 1937 and 1963. Under Idaho's 
water law. those rights would 
have the potential to affect water 
rights upstream of the refuge 
developed after 1937, including 
A i B Irrigation Districi, the BeU 
Rapids project and groundwater 
development on about 1 million 
aCTes on the Snake River Plain. 

But (he actual effect would 
remain uncertain until any water 
right amounts arc .set. If the 
Supreme Court rules that the fed- 
eral government is entitled to 
reserved water rights, the 
amount of those rights would be 
decided in 5th District Coun. 

“If water is nccc.ssary for a 
federal reservation of land, the 
U.S. is entitled to a reserved 
water riglit," said Mark Haag, a 
lawyer with the U.S.

The U.S. Supreme Court has 
been clear on that point. And 
sume amount of water is neces- 
sary to maintain the idands os a 
refuge for migratory birds. 

The islands provide breeding 
ground and refuge for migratory 
birds and their isoladoh provides 
protection from predators, graz- 
ing livestock and human distur- 
bance. 

Roger Ling, 1-”^^ for the A & 
B Irrigation District, noted that 
the federal government has other 
refuges that arc not islands, 
which arc without water or water 
riglits. Water is not necessary for 
the islands to function as a refuge. 

"If they wanted to reserve it for 
migratory waterfowl they would 
have said so, but they didn’t,” 
Ling said. 

Arguing for the state. Deputy 
Attorney General Clive Strong 
said the refuge was establish^ in 
a symbiotic iriatlonship with fed- 
eral reclamation projects 
upstream on the Snake River that 
ensure a regular and consistent 
flow of water all year. 

There was no perceived need 
for a water right at ihe.timc the 
refuge was established, and no 
basis to find an intent to reserve a 
water riglit. Strong said. 

Haag agreed with Strong’s 
premise, but not his conclusion. 
The reclamation projects provid- 
ed regular flows and (hat is why 
officials recognired the islands 
would make a good refuge. That 



shows people thought there 
,would be enough water in the 
river to maintain the islands as 
islands, providing isolation to pro- 
tea nesting birds. 

But the refuge was created to 
provide nesting habitat, not to 
maintain islands, Ling argued. 
And the doctrine of reserved 
water rights applies only to the 
primary purpose of a rcscrvatioiL 

In 1992, the U.S. government 
filed claims for fcdcnil reserved 
water rights for die islands within 
the refuge on behalf of the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service os part 
of the odjudication - the legal 
inventory of about 150, (XX) Water 
rights in 38 of Idaho’s 44 counties. 

In January 1999 the adjudica- 
tion court dismissed the federal 
claims to reserved water rights. It 
was one of the last rulings of for- 
mer District Judge Dan Hurlbutt, 
who stepped down as presiding 
judge over the SRBA court at the 
end of 1998.

Lardner, with Michael Kanin, 
won an Oscar for best original 
screenplay in 1942. for .“Woman of- 
the Year,!* starring Katharine 
Hepburn and Spencer Tracy. In 
1970, he won an Oscar for best 
screenplay based on another medi- 
um for the movie “M..A..S..H." 
which was based on a Richard 
Hooker novel. From 1947 to the 
1960s, Lardner had a hard time 
finding work because he wa.s 
blacklisted along with the other 
membcis the Hollywood Ten. Of 
the 10, only Dmytryk finally 
named names. Lardner, who was 
bom in Chicago and grew up in 
Greenwich, Conn., and Great 
Neck, is survived by his wife, 
Frances Chancy, three sons, two 
daughters, seven grandchildren 
and five greai-fuandchildrcn.

Perkins was 19 in 1992 when 
he was charged with the stanito- 
■“ ry rape of a 13-ycar-oId girl. 

After pleading guilty he 
received a withheld judgment 
and was placed on probation for 
live years. But prosecutors 
moved to have the charge 
against him dismissed in 1994 
when Perkins agreed to enlist in 
the Army. • , 

After returning from an over- 
seas assignment in 1998, 
Perkins’ commanding officer 
~ informed him he would be dis- 
charged from the Army if he was 
required to register as a sex 
offender. Perkins asked 
Newhouse for an order exempt- 
ing him from the reporting 
requirement and expunging his 
record from the sex offender 
. registry. 

The judge agreed, but the state 
argued on appeal that Newhouse 
lacked the authority for such an 
order since the law required 
Perkins to keep reporting for at 
least 10 years from the date he 
was placed on probation. 

“rhe Court of Appeals agreed, 
citing the definition of “convic- 
tion” used in the 1993 Sex 
- Offender Registration Act. 

“When the Registration Act 
“I was enacted, the Legislature can 
be presumed lo have known that 
the charge against a defendant 
could be dismissed ... after a peri- 
od of withheld judgment if the 
defendant successfiUIy complet- 
ed probation,” Lansing wrote. 

“Yet, the Legislature created 
no exemption in the Registration 
Act for those who obtained such 
0 dismis.sal. To the contrary, the 
Legislature expressly defined 
'conviction' for purposes of the 
Registration Act to include any- 
one who has been adjudicated 
guilty of an enumerated sex 
offense 'notwithstanding the 
form of the judgment or withheld 
judgment."’ 

Still, the executive director of 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union of Idaho said such laws too 
often unfairly punish reformed 
offenders. , 

“It reflecis the whole problem 
of society not looking at the indi- 
vidual circumstances of cases but 
enforcing an arbitrary rule that 
hurts individuals more than 
helps them," Jack Van 
Vatkcnburgli said.

Judge upholds half-cent sales tax hike 


Teen admits to fatally reckless driving 


r COEUR d’ALENE (AP) - An 
J* 'Athol teen-ager might spend 
j only five years in prison despite

' that killed three people. 

1 John David Meredith Jr., 18, 
. admitted on Tuesday he was 
r Responsible for the deaths of 
? „lhree women when he illegally 
i 'passed the car they were in on 
•: U.S. Highway 95 last spring. 

; In a plea agreement, Meredith 
1; .acknowledged weaving his pick- 
:- up rccklesriy through traffic the 
night of April 25. 

, The Timbcrlake High School 
: graduate told 1st District Judge 
' James Judd his actions were 
1 ‘esponriblc for the deaths of 1$- 
'ycar-old Kami Durbin; her moth- 
j '.er, Sherry Durbin; and family 
\ friend Tommy Dobbs, who was a 
* passenger in the Durbins’ car. 

Meredith was charged with 


three counts. of vehicular, 
manslaughter and one count of 
leaving the scene of an injury 
accident. 

Kootenai County prosecutors 
agreed to drop two counts of 
vehicular manslaughter in 
exchange for Meredith’s guilty 
plea to one count of vehicular 
manslaughter and leaving the 
scene of an accident. 
Prosecutors also agreed to rec- 
ommend no more than five years 
in prison and to work out restitu- 
tion for the relatives of victims. 

Judd does not have to abide 
by the agreement in sentencing 
Meredith on Jan. 3. 

Meredith could face up to 10 
years in prison and $10,000 in 
fines for each count of vehiculor 
manslaughter. He also faces up 
to five years in prison and a 
$5,0(X) fine for leaving the scene 


of an accident, and his driving 
privileges could be revoked for a 
year. • 

Relatives of the victims said 
they were outraged at the agree- 
ment. 

“If I killed three people, they 
would throw away the key,” said 
Dennis Dobbs. Tammy’s widow- 
er. “He's got youth on his side.” 

Prosecutors alleged Meredith 
tried to pass the Durbins’ car on 
the shoulder while driving a 
pickup truck on U.S. 95. 

That forced Sherry Durbin 
into oncoming iraHic. Her car 
was struck head-on by another 
car driven by Anthony Lane. 

Durbin, 39. and Dobbs, 30, 
both died at the scene. Kami 
Durbin, also a Timbcrlake Hi^ 
School student, died later at 
Kootenai Medical Center. 


COEUR d’ALENE (AP) - First 
. District Judge Charles Hosack

Attorney Scott Reed - repre- 
senting Concerned Taxpayers - 
immediately appealed Hosack's 
decision to the Idaho Supreme 
Court on Tuesday. But Reed 
acknowledged the high court 
would not hear the case before 


the county implemcnt.s the tax. 

Tile county decided, and voters 
agreed, that a $12 million jail 
expansion should be financed by 
a half<ent hike in the local reson 
county .sales t;ix. 

Reed challenged the 1996 law, 
arguing that it was written to 
- benefit only Kootenai County 
becau.« it authorizes the special 
.sales tax only for a county with 
more than 80,000 people located 
next to a county with more than 
350,000 people. 

He also argued that the law 
was aimed at getting help from 
vi.sitors in financing such infra- 
structure needs as roads, water 
services and sewer systems, and 
that a jail is not in the same cate- 
gor>'. 

Hosack .struck the 80,(X)fl popu- 
lation requirement from the law 
in September and Siiid Kootenai 
Ctiunty could implement the tax 


. hike. But Reed stiid Hosack had 
no such authoriry. and that his 
action esuseniially allows 19 coun- 
ties to increase sales taxes under 
the Jaw. 

In his latest argument, Reed 
got statements from meinliers of 
the Idaho House and Senate who 
said the Legislature only support- 
ed the law to benefit Kootenai 
County. 

Hosack disttgreed. 

"It simply makes no sense that 
the Idaho l^-gislature.intended to 
pass an act intended tii specially 
benefit only Kootenai County 
when everyone agrees such iegis 
lation is unconstitutional.” 
Hosack wrote in his decision. 

“Rather, this court feels that 
the best approach is to take the 
Slatiue at face value, and find 
that the Idaho Ix'gislature did in 
fact intend to benefit'reson emm- 
lies as . class of counties."

Idaho gets bad marks 
la growth, economy 

^Idaho took a beating recently 
from the. Corporation- . for 
Enterprise Development, which 
gave it low marks for slow pay 

. grovrth, a large number of business 
closings and an insufficiently 
diversified economy. 

'The state scored a C in perfor- 
mance, a D ii> business vitality and 
a in development capacity. 

'“A state’s economic prospects 
Mnnot be judged by simply count- 
ing the number of factories, the 
availability of low-paying jobs or 
how low taxes may be," said Brian 
Dabson, president of the nonprofit 
corporation. “The quality of jobs, 
standards of living. Investments in 
innovation, education, sustainable 
growth and infrastructure and 
many other factors must be taken 
into account in determining a 
state’s .. long-term economic 
health.” The report card showed 
strong employment growth, both 
short and long term, but the 
growth was of questionable qu^- 
ty. “Idaho had low annual pay, and 
hs rate of pay growth lagged 
behind most other states. 
Predictably, the state had a large ' 
proportion of working poor,” the 
report said. Idaho's rating oIm was 
low in human, financial and infra- 
structure resources. 

On the positive side, the state’s 
high-school graduation rate ranked 
ninth, as did private lending sup- 
port to small businesses. It got an 
A for quality of life, with the low- 
est energy costs in the country, 
good air quality and large amounts 
of private research and develop- 
ment. 

And unlike 11 other states, 
Idaho avoided getting an F in any 
of the three categories. 

“CFED researchers found that 
states making key investments in 
the education and health care of 
children tend to have highcr-quah- 
ty jobs and more competitive busi- 
nesses,” the report said.

Former deale r hopes for return of faro 

The Aoioclated Prats 


VIRGINIA CITY, Nev. - The 
.-. tattered green fell faro table on- 
display here at the Della Saloon 
has survived the boom and bust 
of the Comstock Lode and stood 
silently as thousands of illiterate ' 
miners won and lost fortunes.' 

Locals col! this faro bank “the 
suicide table.” Legend has it 
three Delta owners killed ihem- 
selpcs after the odds on “bucking 
the tiger” went against them and 
lowly players walked away -as 
tycoons. 

The last of the unhappy Delta 
owners killed himself sometime 
in the 1890s when a fortunate 
.miner won_$80,000, a_tcam of - 
horses and an interest in a gold 
mine. 

Faro was the game of the Old- 
West. Doc Hollidoy dealt faro 
. before strapping on his guns at 
Tombstone and walking up the 
street with Wyatt Earp to shoot 
down the bad guys. 

Today, a gambler cannot find a 
faro game anywhere in the 
world. Former dealer Jim Finley, 
who worked in 50 joints from Ely 
to Reno to Los Vegas, wants to 
return the game to its former 
glory. 

“It is the most perfectly 
designed game the world has 
known," said Finley, who at 73 is 
retired in Rogue Wver, Ore. “It 
is 15 times foster than baccarat. I 
don’t want to sec the damned 
game die.” 

Finley gave a demonstration of 
faro two years ago during a gam- 
ing conference at the University 
of Nevada, Las Vegas. He claims 
he can teach a player the basic 
principles of faro in 3 minutes. 

But he has found no takers in 
the gaming industp-. He wants to 
find a casino willing to put in a 
faro bank and let him shill the 
game to the curious.. When he 
dies, Finley figures faro is dead.

“I’m the last chance faro has 
got,” Finley said. “All it takes is 
one person to spread the game. 
Gambling means to. take a 
chance.” 

Called the “game of gam- 
blers,” faro originated in Europe 
in the 1700s. It became known as 
faro from the picture of u 
pharaoh on French playing 
cards. 

By the early 1800s, the game 


was a favorite of the riverbont 
gamblers along the Mississippi 
River. The game followed the 
pioneers West. Dozens of games 
were played in Virginia City dur- 
ing Mark Twain’s temirc oti the 
Territorial Enterprise newspa- 
per. 

“Bank clubs” opened in the 
early 19th century boomtowns of 
Goldfield and Tonopah. 
Nevadans referred to the game 


as “hucking tlie tiger" fniin the 
picture of tlie tiger displayeti iin 
walls outside saloons to denote 
they had a faro hank. 

One of the most famous 
Nevada high rollers, "Nick the 
Greek" Dandolos, inaile most of 
his money on craps, hut pre- 
ferred faro. 

Dandolos, who dietl in 19G(i, 
liked to joke he won and lust 7.1 
fortunes in a gambling career

Government warns consumers about Internet scams

• WASHINGTON - Getting 
stiffed at on Internet auction. An 
“all expenses paid” hotel that 
turns out not to be free. An offer 
for free adult material on the 
Web that secretly runs up a hefty 
phone bill. 

The government cited these 
gimmici.s this week as it posted 
its first top-10 list of Internet 
scams that Americans should 
avoid, and vowed to work with 
overseas law enforcement to 
crack down on Web con artists. 

“The Internet has chang^ the 
way consumers gather informa- 


- tion, shop and do business,” 
Federal Trade Commission direc- 
tor of consumer protection Jodie 
Bernstein said. “It’s also changed 
the way law enforcers and con- 


Several of the FTCs “dot con” 
scams ore very old tricks reincar- 
nated on the Internet. Miracle 
products, credit card theft and 
old-fashioned pyramid schemes 
are getting a new life online, offi- 
cials said. 

Worries about Internet thieves 
have slowed electronic commerce 
since its inception, but more con- 
sumers ore gradually warming to 


the idea of Internet purchases. 
The FTCs new coasumer protec- 
tion effort is intended to keep 
criminoLs from undermining that 
trust, officials said. 

The agency said the govern- 
ment has brought 251 lawsuits 
against online scammers in 2000. 
Officials described a luindful of 
the cases on Tuesday to better 
educate Web consumers about 
the dangers. 

For iasiance, the FTC lias sued 
three individuals and their com- 
pany,' Computers By Us, in 
Thomasvillc, Pa., alleging they 
participated in online auctions 
wriihout delivering the goods or 


offering a refund after getting 
paid. 

The operators of the company 
did not respond m calls at their 
office for comment. 

The agency alsti alleged that a 
group of affiliated Arizona com- 
panies sent S.kSO “rebate" checks 
to consumers. When the checks 
were cashed, the consumers 
unwillingly agreed to allow the 
defendants to he llieir Internet 
service provider.

The crow is a year-round 
resident of southern Idaho. 


garbage cans and other 
sources has led to an increase 
in crow numbers. Crows can 
also be a a real pest at cattle 
feedlots or dairies. 

Crows arc highly intelligent 
birds that sometimes use 
twigs as tools to drive insects 
into the open. They also feed 
on worms, mice, berries, com 
and roadkill. 

After the federal treaty was 
signed, the U.S. Fish, and 
Wildlife Service gave the 
Idaho Department of Fish and 


n crow enloya a mid-winter apack. 


Game a choice about how to 
protect the jay family - which 
includes jays, magpies, crows 
and ravens. Fish and Game 
chode to make the crow a 
game bird with a four-month 
hunting season, running from 
Oct. 1 through Jan. 31. 

There is no bag limit on 
crows in Idaho. If a person 
wants to “eat crow,” there’s 
little to stop him or her. 
Shotguns arc the only legal 
weapon, and shooting hours 


extend from one-half hour 
before sunrise to one-half 
hour after subset. Unlike 
waterfowl, steel shot is not 
required. Areas closed to 
upland game bird hunting also 
are dosed to crow shooting. 

One of the most productive 
wa>-s to hunt crows is to set up 
in a flyway near their winter 
roosting areas and call them 
into a blind. A horned owl 
decoy will attract their atten- 
tion as they will commonly 


attempt to mob owls. Crows 
arc among the horned owl's 
favorite prey - so they may be 
seeking vengeance when they 
mob owls. 

Another good place t6 shoot 
crows is near feedlots. 
However, they typically warn 
other crows- to stay away after 
the first shot. Crows are 
fiercely loyal and will defend 
their family members - and 
even unrelated erbws - when 
they are under attack. 


Rangers complain hunters illegally lure trophy elk 


Elk leave Yellowstone 
National Park, attracted 
by salt, expert says 

The Awodated Pms 

DUBOIS, Wyo. - Ranger Bob Jackson 
. has been catching poachers fbr 21 years, 
but for the latest mreat to Yellowstone 
National Park’s wildlife all he can do is 
peer over the park’s southern boundary 
and hope. 

Jackson says hunters and guides just 
outside tlie park’s southern boundary, and 
therefore outside his jurisdiction, ore ille- 
gally salting the ground to lure elk out of 
the park so the animals con be hunted. 

The practice disturbs Jackson for ethi- 
cal reasons, but primarily he worries 
about the threat to grizzly bears that feed 
on elk carcasses. He said hunters who 
shoot elk near the salted earth leave too 
much meat behind, attracting bears and 
raising the risk that the threatened 
spedcs will get shot. 

Recently three grizzly bears were shot 
in the nearby Teton Wilderness. 
Authorities are investigating: 

””In*1990, the U.SrForest Service out- 
lawed salting in federal wilderness areas. 
The Teton Wilderness, which runs up 
against the southern Yellowstone Nation^ 
Park boundary, is a prime hunting area 
where hunters pay several thousand dol- , 
lors each to be escorted in for the chance ' 
of bagging a trophy bull elk. 

Just inside the park, Jackson patrols the 
-Ihorofare regian, fonsiderecLtbe-most _ 
remote outpost. in the lower 48 states. 
Besides looking for poachers, Jackson 
clears trails and tries to reduce human 
effects on the environment. . 

The southern boundar- of Yellowstone 
cuts across high peold, dark timber and 
wide, willow-covered meadows. It is home 
. to elk, moose, deer, grizzlies, bison, . 

: ermlno,'wolves,' coyotes,'geose, b&ld

eagles, blue-wing teal, bluebirds. 
Meandering flatwatcr creels drain north- 
ward to create the upper Yellowstone 
River. 

No one has ever been caught salting in 
the area outside Yellowstone, but Jackson 
-Said h&bos sedn two ncw.pits created over, 
the post year. About 2S salt pits are dotted 
along roughly 18 miles of Yellowstone’s 
southern boundary, according to Eric 
Sandeno, manager of the 586,000-acrc 
Teton Wilderness. 

Jackson’s latest discovery of additional 
salt pits offinns his belief that the lucra- 
tive business of outfitting will keep the 
practice going until forest mahdgcrs act 


The Forest Scr\’ice, which has jurisdic- 
tion, has been looking ai the sites. Jackson 
said he applauds the effort but more could 
be done, such as posting signs at salted 
areas and offering a hot line for people to 
report violators. 

— i'X-donIt-scc-thc-salling stopping. until 
the public knows the Forest Service is seri- 
ous about terminating that practice,” 
Jackson said. “It is very important but I 
see some starts.” 

Outfitting near Yellowstone is big busi- 
ness. About 3,000 hunters frequent the 
wilderness every year near the park’s 
southern border, out Of 16,200 to 17,500 
hunters each year in northwestern 


Wyoming, according to the Wyoming 
Department of Game and Fish- 

On the Internet, some outfitters near 
Yellowstone boast "kill rates" of up to 90 
percent. 

Salt bailing used to be common. Even 
the fish and game department salt-baited 
in the wildc.rncss in the 1950s. WTiile fed- 
eral law bans its use in vsnldcmess areas, 
there is no state law in Wyoming against 
salt baiting. 

Harold Turner, owner of the family 
ovsm-d Triangle X outfitters, .said he used 
to Siilt the ground along the park’s south- 
ern boundary before it was illegal. He 
said he sees nothing wrong svith it. except 
the backlash he has received from envi- 
ronmentalists fur admitting his past 
deeds. 

Thirty years ago when there were not 
many elk in the region, Turner said he and 
other outfitters asked the Forest Sers'ice 
to allow them tn salt the ground tn lure elk 
into the area. 

’’They stiid yes we could and it made a 
big difference," he said. 

Some hunters say they are not shooting 
any more elk at the salts than apwhere 
else. But the issue has deeply dividiTd 
hunters. In a surv-ey by tbe Forest Service, 
one outfitter said he salts rite ground to 
compete with the other outfitters, though 
he thinks the pr.icticc is "despicable.” 

At least 16 states -specifically ban salt 
baiting: .Mab.ipia, Connecticut. Georgia, 
Louisiana. Maine, Maryland, New Jersey. 
New A'ork. Nortli Carolina, Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Islanil, South Carolina, South 
Dakota, \ermont, Virginia and 
Washington. Additional states with bans 
__qn baiting do n ot specify Si^._ 

NIark Marschall,* a Yellowstone ranger, 
said catching siUters is not easy. Only the 
act of dumping salt is illegal; it is not ille- 
gal to hunt at salt pits. 

“It’s hard to catch them because they 
could do it any time of the day or night 
and the salt is easily transported,” 
Marschali said. “Someone could go out

Some have said salting can 
serve to dull a growing elk popu- 
lation. But Tim Fagan, a game 
warden for the Wyoming 
Department of Game and Fish, 
said salting has liad little effect 
on elk numbers.

“That’s when I saw the scale 
and magnitude of what was going 
on out there. It made me hit the 
roof,” Tory Taylor said. ”\^at 
really disturbs me is hunter 
ethics. I'm an avid hunter as w^ 
as outfitter but I’m a hunter first 
and this docs not fit my idea of 
ethical hunting. It damages the 
future of hunting. It turns the 
public even more against 
hunters.” 


~Htc number of roosters planted 
this fall more than doubles Ian year’s 
wildlife management program. 

Shooters must buy a $2150 per- 
cnit for the management areas to 
hunt there, in addition to the regu- 
lar license. 

Pheasant hunting has declined 
in most of southern Idaho since the 
early 1980s because development 
and changes in agricultural prac- 
tices have radically reduced the 
amount of good pheasant habitat. 

The lawmakers last session 
responded to sportsmen’s claims 
the pheasants just had to be re- 
established in their old hunting 
ground. 

In another pan of the mandated 
program, game farm and wild 
pheasants have been planted in* 
Kfadison and Minidoka counties 
and at C.J. Strike Wildlife 
Management Area in Owyhee 
County during the spring ftrior to 
nesting.

Women set out across Antarctica 


Teachers attempt to 
break record, share 
adventure online 

CAl'E TOWN, South Africa 
(AP) - It’s not overyone’s idea 
fun: a 2.400-mile trt-k towing a 
250-i)i)und sled across freezing 
Amarcticii. where die winds blast. 
■ up to 100 mph and summertime 
temperatures average minus-30 
degrees. 

But American Ann Bancroft 
and Norwegian Liv Amesen, who 
will attempt to become die first 
women to ski across the world’s 
southernmost continent with no 
uutside"Vssistjrnco7catrf wait to 
gel started. 

Their planned 3.5-month jour- 
ney wilhiake them over the 
South Pole and into the record 
books, if everything goes accord- 
ing CO plan. 

Considering what lies ahead, 
the two, both teachers, appear 
renuirkably relaxed. 

“We know the hardship is 
there, but, without sounding a bit 
ill, wc like the liardship," said 
' Bancroft, of Scandia, Minn. “But 
we are going to have a few of 
those days when we think: \Vliai 
are we doing here?’’’ " 

The two adventurers were in 
Cape Town making final prepara- 
tions for their journey before fly- 
ing to Quee.'i Maud Land in 
Antarctica on Friday, weather 
permitting. 

■Iliey plan to travel 10-12 hours 
a day. on skis or hooked up to 
wind sails, reaching the South 
Pole by Christmas and arriving at 
their final destination, McMurdo 
Station on the Ross ice shelf, by 

mid-February'- 

When skjing, the adventurers 
expect to cover alraut one mile an 
hour. Once they uitnch their sails, 
they cun increase their speed 25” 
time.s or more. 

Thr'uiighout their journey, 
Bancroft and Amesen plan to use 
high-tech equipment to relay 
their experiences over the 
Internet to millions of school- 
children around the globe, with 
help from the U.S. National 
Center fur Health Education.

She also led the first unaid- 
ed women's crossing of the 
Greenland Ice Cap. 

To ready themselves for their 
latest font, the two women trained 
up to six hours a day, skiing and 
wind sailing in cold weather, and 
running, hiking, cycling and- 
kayaking in warmer weather. To 
simulate pulling their sleds, they 
pulled car tires hamt ssed to their 
waists along gravel roadk 

“It’s diffi^t, but wc really love 
to do this,” said Amesen, who lives 
in Oslo. “We love the Antarctic, 
wc love skiing and, of course, talk- 
ing to kids all over the world is a 
lot of insiriradon for us.” 

The trip has taken two years to 
plan - much of it spent raising 
about $1.5 million in sponsorship. 

The women will need to cat up 
to 5,000 calories a day - twice 
what the average man needs - to 
keep up their energy and cope 
with the extreme cold. 

Though Antarctica is 97 per- 
cent ice, it is more arid than the 
Sahara desert, and Amesen and 
Bancroft will have to drink five 
pini.s of hot liquids a day to avoid 
dehydration. 

They will communicate 
throu^ the howling wind using 
small two-way radios. 

They also will carry an emer- 
gency transmitter and an air- 
plane will be waiting on smndby 
in case anything goes wrong. 

"It can be dangerous,” 
Bancroft said. "You have to be 
self-sufficient, because you can 
push the button, but that doesn’t 
mean they can got to you.” 

The going will be slow during 
the first month of Uieir journey 
as they climb several glaciers. 
They expect to have no other 
human contact until they reach 
an American research station at 
the South Pole, where they will 
stock up with food and fuel. 

The pir say they are ready for 
what lies ahead and have given 
.no.thou^t to whaL.tbey_Mlli do 
after their adventure. 

“We dare not envision a big 
celebration - there are so many 
steps for us to take first,” • 
Amesen said.

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Radio-controlled sailplanes let pilots master the blue 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - 
Soaring. Gliding. Flying. 

These words evoke feelings of 
peace, notions of freedom, the 
essence of pleasure. They conjure 
up visions of wings moving rc.s- 
oiiitely through the air and 
ihougiits of man's ageless quest 
111 rise above the Earth, 

But they hint at skill, loo of 
iihiliiy to read currents and find 
direction, of capacity to master 
(he skies. 

So the.se simple words contain 
much of tiic appeal of radicKion- 
trolled sailplanes, much of the 
reason why this is the largest seg- 
ment of model aviation today, 
and why there are increasing 
numbers of pilots taking up the 
sport worldwide. 

“It's pretty magical.” says Tom 
Iloopes, contest director of the 
Intermouniain Silent Flyers, one 
of several local dobs that pro- 
mote iind practice the sport. “It’s 
just you and your plane; you . 
working with .Mother Nature. 
You have to hi^ve everything in 
place for it to work. And it’s 
<iuiet; no noise from motors." 

Tile only noise comes from the 
camaraderie among the pilots on 
the grmitul. “It’s a pretty tight- 
knit community, ’’ says Scott 
Marshall,' also with IMSF. “We 
like to hang out logether.” 

That “cmnmuniiy," however, 
extends fur beyond the local dub. 
When IMSF sponsored Soar 2000, 
a 4-day event stretching over the 
Labor Day weekend, dose to 75 
pilots came from German^ and 
the United 'Kingdo'm, from 
Maryland and New York and 
Texas, as well as surrounding 
states such as Colorado, 
California. Idaho and Nevada. 

The event featured some low-

Founded in 1979, IMSF is a 
chartered member of the 
Academy of Model Aeronautics, 
a national group that sets stan- 
dards and coordinates activities. 
Currently, there are about 
150,000 members of ANL\, says 
Rich Hanson, director of the 
southwest district, That includes 
people who do everything from 
sailplanes to engine-powered 
planes to those with control lines 
to RC helicopters to free-flight 
planes and more. “There’s a 
whole gamut of activities, and a 
lot of crossover, people who fiy 
more liian one kind of plane.” 

But, he says, the silent 
sailplanes are a rapidly growing 
segment for a couple of rca.sons. 
fFor one thing, the available 
land.s for flying powered planes 
are becoming limited. In urban 
areas, espcdaliy, people object to 
the noise inini.sion." 

A second reason for the popu- 
larity, he says, js.the increased 
technology, from computerized 
radios to newer building tech- 
niques and materials that make 
the planc.s stronger and lighter, 
"niat’s a real eniiancemeni to the 
hobby,” said Hanson, who 4S 
based in Scottsdale, Ariz. 

RC sailplanes work on a very 
simple premise. A battery-pow- 
ered radio receiver in the nose of 
the plane translates signals from 
a transmitter operated by (he 
pilot. This hand held transmitter 
has a stick control similar to the 
kind found in the cockpit of a real 
aircraft. 

No licenses arc required. The 


FCC has set aside a range of radio 
frequencies, and whw a number 
of pilots arc flying together, they 
will each take frequency pins, so 
they don’t get more than one 
plane per frequency. 

There arc two basic types of 
sailplanes: thermal and slope 
planes. Thermal planes, designed 
to fly over flat areas, rely on cur- 
rents created by rising p^els of 
heated air. If you could sec ther- 
mals, says Hoopes. they would 
look a lot like soap bubbles. 
Thermal planes arc launched by 
an electric winch or a stretchy 
latex rope. 

Slope planes, which fly over 
hills and oilier dopes, are simply 
hund-tossed from the lop of the 
hill into (he prevailing wind. 
Because the sailplane.^ have no 
motors, they must be directed 
into rising currents of air called 
“lift.” But ivith a litdc skill, they 
can soar high and can stay aloft 
for extended periods of time. 

Most RC sailplanes arc made of 
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EPP (expanded polypropylene) 
foam and are called “foamies” by 
the pilots. Foamies are virtuaUy 
indcstrucibic, says M-frsha]]. 
“They can crash from a thousand 
— feet up, and you just pick them up 
and dust them off and fly again."

•become part of a ritual to honor 
the dead. 

C Various denominations com- 
iiiemoratfe the dead in special fes- 
tivals. The Day of the Dead or .\11 
— ^'Soxils*-Day is'cClebicited through” 
out the world commemorating all 
the faithful deported. 

The tradition can be traced 
back to the cult of the dead in the 
Middle Ages when it was popular 
belief that souls in purgatory 
would appear as witches or toad^ 
among other things, to those who 
wronged them during their life. 
The purgatory (from Latin pur- 
... .gan:, to purge,-make clean) was a 
suffering place where souls nei- 
ther free of sin nor damned 
would be cleansed of their sins. A 
mixture of concern and supersti- 
tion led the way to prayer and 
celebration of masses for the 
dead. Many popular and folkloric 
customs started to develop, 
among them, food offerings for 
the dead and leaving flowers and 
lights on the graves. Today, these 
traditions have remained almost 
universal and have found in the 
Mexican folklore one of its rich- 
est and most colorful monifesta- 
rdons. “I remember when I was a 
girl my mother cooked special 
delicacies on the Day of the 
•Dead. The popular 'bread of 

- death' wii$ baked and shared by 
the family. This bread is pre- 
pared only once a year and only 
for this celebration,” reminisced 
iBaquel Arena, Spanish instructor 
at the College of Southern Idaho 
and a native of Mexico.

As the crowd celebrated die 16- 
nation program, Shepherd, the 
station’s ^pper, and cosmonauts 
Yuri Gidzenko and Sergei 
Krikolev drew doser to their new 
home with each lap of Earth. 

The three men riding the 
Russian Soyuz spacecraft got a 
boost Wednesday from Russian 
President Vladimir Putin. He 
colled the international space sta- 
tion a “clear and convincing 
example of mutually beneficial 
cooperation, which is capable of 
uniting people of different 
nations&ties for solving key tasks 
in sdcntific progress." 


John Diaz of Santa Monica. 
Calif., said he had a bad feeling 
even before boarding the ill-fated 
Singapore Airlines jumbo jet 
bound for Los Angeles. 

“There was a heavy storm 
going on, so I couldn’t believe 
(hey were actually going to cake 
off," Diaz, SO, on executive with 
the San Diego Internet music 
firm MF3.com, recalled in a tele- 
phone interview Tuesday. “In 
tact, all day long I'd asked the 
hotel conderge to call Singapore 
Airlines and ask if they were 

"going to cancel theTlij^ir.” 

Later, he peppered flight 
anendonts in the airport lounge 
I witit similar questions. “They 
j laughed and said. 'No problem. 
We always take off in weather 

• like this,"’ he said. 

Fliglit SQ006 did indeed toke 
off but ao^cd seconds later on 
the tarmac in Taipei, Taiwan. At 
least 66 people died; Diaz was 
one of 31 possengers who 
esca,Ted without injury. 

As he awaited takeoff, sitting 
in first dass, Diaz angrily stored 
out the window as the plane 
shuddered in heavy winds and “a 
huge torrential rain.” 

"'The plane started to get lift 
and (hen bong! It felt like we ran 
into a brick wall; everything jos- 
tled hard," he said. “It felt Ukc 
we'd hit something. ... Then, all 
hell broke loose.” 

Diaz said he looked down at his 
feet and saw tiic plane’s carriage 
tear apart. He saw flames and 
heard screams. “I saw people die. 

I saw some things Pd rather not 


talk about, " he sa id. 

“All this jet fuel was being 
sprayed aroond like balls of fire. 
Everything these balls of fire 
touched instantly combusted,” 
he soid. “The cabin was filled 
with thick block smoke.” 

Yet. he said, “there was a 
strange clarity thot went olong 
with the event. Everything 
became crystal dear and moved 
in slow motion.” 

“I thought, T need my pass- 
port. wallet and bag!' Then I 
thought, 'What do I need my bag 
for? Pm dead anyi^y,"’ he smd. 

Nonetheless. Diaz grabbed his 
bag and jumped imo'the-aisle“ 
which' was engulfed in thick black 
smoke. He joined survivors eying 
to find their way to the door and 
open It. But the hotch, they dis- 
covered, “was jammed shut.” 

■ -"“I threw my weight against it, 
and'il popped'open,” he said. "I 
' thoughtr'Oh-Cod. J^ow I’ll have 
to jump.' But the ground was 
right there. The plane had rolled 
over on iu side. 1 guess. I pushed 
0 girl out." 

No sooner had Diaz leaped out 
of the plane than the landing 
slide deployed and '*] got caught 
up in it. So there I wa.s, off of the 
burning plane, but wondering if I 
was about to get barbecued in a 
plastic bag.” 

Diaz started running. The heat 
at his back was intense. 

“I had my cell phone. 
Incredibly, I talked lo my wife 
within five minutes of the crash,'' 
said Diaz, who was not injured. 
“Pvc been through a lot in my 50 
years on this planet, but notliing 
like this.”
